SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board of Croydon, N. H. 

I hereby submit my third annual report of the 
Public Schools of Croydon: 

The schools closed in June for the summer va- 
cation, at East Croydon on the 24th, at the Flat on 
the 30th, each completing a school year of thirty-five 
weeks. Mrs. Emogene Proper served as teacher at the 
Flat until the Christmas recess and Miss Dorinda 
Penniman for the rest of the year. Miss Penniman in 
June declined a reelection and Mrs. Amy I]. Davis, a 
normal trained teacher with several years experience 
was engaged for the current year. The school at Ryder’s 
Corner was reopened in September and Miss Doris 
Barton was engaged as teacher. She isa graduate of 
the Kimball Union Academy and attended the 1921 
summer session of the Keene Normal School. Mrs. 
Muzzey accepted a reelection. 

The condition in all the schools is_ particularly 
good. The discipline is strong, the lessons are well 
prepared, and the pupils’ application to their school 
work is everywhere manifest. 

For the current year the total membership at the 
East Village is 16, at the Flat 15, at Ryder’s Corner 
8, total 39. But during the year twelve pupils have 
left.school. Of these, nine have left town, one is below 
the compulsory school age, one is above the compulsory 
school age and one is physically unable to attend. 
This leaves the enrollment on the first of February at the 
East Village 13, at the Flat 10, at Ryder’s Corner 4, 
total 27. 
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For the school year 1920-21 the total enrollment 
was 41, the average membership was 27.6, the average 
attendance was 25.5, and the per cent of attendance 
was 92. Six Croydon children attended an elementary 
school in Sunapee. They were Eno Wirta, Ero Wirta, 
Eddie Wirta, Matti Wirta, Irving Mawby and Irene 
Chapman. The tuition was $87 for 37 weeks, totaling 
$222. There were six secondary school tuition pupils: 
Doris Barton at Kimball Union Academy; Merle White 
at Colby Academy; Chester I. Barton, Hazel G. Barton, 
Kathleen I. Gage and Ethel A. Pierce at Newport High 
School.
